How the News Was Recefved. 

The long pending suit Of the city against me 
Gas Company was decided this morna- 
ing by the Court of Appeals. 
As soon as the news reached here trom 
Jefferson City, ie spread like wild-fire. 
The directors of the Gas Company and the 
stockholders were, of course, unusually jubi- 
tantand «xultant. They had believed in their 
cause and their faith had been rewarded 
and it was only in human nature that they 
should rejeice. The city officials,’on the con- 
trary, were thunderstruck. They could not 
and would not believe the news.

FORT WRANGEL, October 12.—Steaming 
solemniy down the coast after leaving the 
great clacier—the cylinder-heads still hang- 
ing well on their shoulders—the fair islands 
and mountains again passed in review to cap- 
ital advantage. For the day was fine and the 
cleuds that so often hide the mountain tops, 
even in good weather, were now floating high 
above them, and scarce cast a perceptible 
shadow onthe white fountains of ice. So 
abundant and novel are the objects of inter- 
est hereabouts, that, unless you are pursuing 
special studies, it matters but little where 
you go. or how often to the same place. 
Wherever you chance to be always 
scems at the moment of all 
places the best; and you feel 
that there can be no bappinew in this world 
or in any other for those who may not bs 
happy here. The bright hours were spent in 
making notes and sketches and in getting more 
of the landscape into memory. In particular 
a second calm view of the mountains made me 
raise my first estimate oftheir height. Some 
of them must be 8,000 or 9,000 feet at the 
least. Alsothe glaciers now seemed larger 
and more numerous. I counted neuirly a 
hundred ofall sizes betweena point ten or 
fifteen miles bevond Cape Fanshaw and the 
mouth of the Stickene River. Wemade no 
more landings, however. that day, until we 
hud passed throughthe Wrangel narrows and 
dropped anchor forthe night ina small se- 
questered bay. This was about sun— 
set, but I eagerly seized the opportunity. 
small as it Was, to go ashore inthe canoe and 
sec What I could of the noble woods. It is 
here only a step from the marine algae to ter- 
restrial vegetation of almos: tropical luxuri- 
ance. Parting the alders and huckleberry 
bushes, and the crooked stems of the prickly 
panax, | made my way back to where the 
spruces were about a hundred feet hi gh, and 
from two to four feet in diameter, growing on 
comparatively open ground overspread with 
a contiguous felt of mosses a foot thick. Ilere 
I fingered in the twilight doing nothing in par- 
ticular, only listening to learn what birds or 
animals might be about, or gazing along the 
dusky aisles. In the meantime another excur- 
sion Was being invented, one of small size and 
price. We might have reached Fort Wrangel 
this same evening instead of anchoring here, 
but were perhaps a little ashamed to show 
ourselves. Not bec ause we had broken con- 
tract while breaking up the original expeii- 
tion, or exposed ourselves in any way to the 
courts. There are no courts in Alaska, but 
there ts conscience, and the Cassiar,and pub- 
lic opinion. Looking a way from the Chilcats. 
the owners of the Cassiar would thus receive 
only 310 fare from each person, while they had 
incurred considerable @xpense in fitting up 
the boat for this special trip, and had treated 
with marked kindness. No, under the 
circumstances, it would never do to return to 
Wrangel so Ineanly soot This might hinder 
the Alt iska mission, — cast overvboay and 
the cause into the shadow. 

\ DESERTED INDIAN VILLAGE. 

It was decided therefore that we should 
grant the Cassiar coygpanv the benelit of an- 
other day's hire, i... visit the old Stickene 
village fourteen miles to the south of Fort 
Wrangle. This would be letting them and 
ourselves down ata respectable range. We 
will have a ine time,“ one of the party said 
tomeina semi-apologetic tone, as if dimly 
ree enizing the glace i ilwrong! had suffered.

But divinity abounded 
nevertheless. The day at least was divine. 
was plenty of free religion in the air, 
and about the islands amid which we now 
traced our way, and in the chaste sea-water, 
and dancing spangles. Sermons, too, in the 
glacier boulders on the beach- where, we 
landed, and how impressive was the ceremony 
of the baptism of the landscape in the 
drenching sun flood that dav. The site of the 
old village is on an out-swelling piece of 
ground sloping gently to the water. It is 
about 200 vards long, fifty wide, with a strip 
of gravel and a strip of tall grass in front and 
the dark evergreen woods behind, and with 
charming views over the water among the 
islands. A perfectly delightful place to spend 
alife. The tide was low when we landed, and 
I noticed that the boulders along the beach, 
granite erratics that had been dropped by the 
ice during the glacial period, were placed in 
parallel rows at right anglesto the shore line, 
out of the way of the canoes that belonged to 
the village.

THE RUINS. 

Most of the party turned and sauntered on 
the gravel, for the ruins are overgrown with a 
tall angle of nettles, epilobium, prickly rubus, 
elder bushes, etc., through which it is dim 
cultto force a way. In company with the 
most eager of our relic-seekers and two Indi- 
ans, I pushed back iuto one of the dilapidated 
dwellings. Not one in the village has its walls 
left standing. They were deserted some sixty 
or seventy years ago, and some of them are at 
least 100 years old. So says our guide, Koota- 
cham, and his word ir corroborated by the 
venerable aspect of the ruins. Nevertheless, 
though they are of wood, and the climate is so 
wet and destructive, many of the 
timbers are still in a good state 
of preservation, particularly those 
hewn from the yellow cypress, or cedar as it 
is called here. The magnitude of these ruins 
and the excellence of the workmanship mani- 
fest in them, is perfectly astonishing as be- 
longing to Indians. For example, the first 
we visited had been a dwelling about forty 
feet square, with walls built of planks two 
feet wide, six inches thick and forty feet long. 
The ridgepole of vellow cypress, still lying 
here in the damp weeds and perfectiy sound. 
istwo feet in diameter, forty feet long and 
round and true as if turned in a lathe: the 
nibble marks of the stone adzes are still visi- 
ble, though crusted over with lichens in most 
places, giving it the appearance of stone 
The pillars that supported the ridge-pol@ 
are still standing in some of the ruins. 
They are all, as far as I observed, 
beautifully carved into a multitude of figures 
of fishes, birds. men and various: animals, 
such as the beaver, wolf or bear. Each plank 
had evidently been hewn out of a whole log, 
and must have required intinite deliberatiouw 
as Well as skill. Their geometrical truthful- 
ness is most admirable. With the same tools, 
not one skilled, civilized mechanie in a thou- 
sand would do as well. Few, indeed, could 
do as well with steel tools. Compared with 
this, the bravest work of our hardy back- 
woodsmer is feeble and bungling. There isa 
completeness about the form, finish and pro- 
portions of these timbers that suggests in- 
stinct of a wild and positive hund, like that 
which guides the woodpecker in drilling round 
holes, and the bee in making its cells. 

CARVED MONUMENTS. 

But the most strikingly and openly interest- 
ing of the objects to be seen here are the 
carved monuments standing in front of the 
houses. The simplest of these consists of a 
smooth post, 15 or 20 feet high. and about 18 
inches in diameter, with the figure of some 
animal on top, suchas a bear or porpoise 
about life-size. or an eagle or raven, three or 
four times as large as life. These are the to- 
tems of the families that occupied the houses 
in front of which they stand. Others sup- 
port the figure of aman or woman, life-size 
or larger, usuallyin a sitting posture, aud 
saidto resemble tbe dead whose charred 
bones and ashes are contained in a cavity in 
the pillar made to receive them. Others c 3 
sist of a massive pillar, 30 or 
feet high, the whole body of which is deeply 

arved from top to bottom into human 7 
ures, one above the other, with their limbs 
grotesquely doubled and folded. In some 
instances the human forms are mixed with 
those of various animals, and are said to have 
a mythological significance. Others, too, 
have been erected and designed to commemo- 
rate some event of a historical character. But 
family pride and dignity ina telling display 
of their several totems seems to have been the 

revailing motive. All the figures are more or 
ess rude, and Some are broadly grotesque. 
but there never is any feebleness or obscurity 
in the expression. On the contrary every feat- 
ure shows grave force and decision; while the 
childish innocence and audacity displayed in 
the designs, combined with manly strength in 
their execution,is truly refreshing when view- 
ed a the shams of civilization as a back- 
group

ear, and rubus-bushes along his back. And 
there is an old chief poised on a taller pillar, 
n gazing out over the beautiful land - 

in contem — mood, a tuft of bushes 
leaning back wit aunty airfrom the top of 
his wanthet-bonten t, and downy mosses 
about his massive lips, the whole figure out- 
lined against the pale sky. But no rudeness 
or grotesqueness that may appear, however 
combiaed with the decorations that nature 
bas added, may possibly provoke mirth. The 
whole work is too serious in aspect, md brave 
and true in execution. 

Similar monuments are made by tho Sitks 
and Fort Simpson Indians, and also by the 
Haidah tribe on the Queen Charlotte and ad- 
jacent isLands. Those of the Haidahs are said 
to surpass all others in size and excellence of 
workmanship. 

INDIAN RITES. 

The erection of one of these carvings is 
made a grand affair, and is talked of a year 
or two beforehand. A feast,to which hun- 
dreds are inyited, is held, and the joyous oc- 
casion is spent in eating, dancing and the be- 
stowing of presents. Some of the lar; gest 

specimens cost a thousand dollars or more. 
From 100 to 200 blankets, worth $3 a piece, 
are paid to the genius who makes the carving, 
while the presents and feast material usually 
cost twice as much, so that only the wealthy 
families can afford them. I was talking with 
an old Indian genius the other day, who 
peinted out one of the carvings he had made, 
end for which he told me he had received 40 
blankets, a gun, canve, and other articles. al- 
together worth about 5170. 

Mr. Swan, who has contributed much infor- 
mation concerniag the Indian tribes of our 
Northwest coast, mentions one specimen that 
cost $2,500. These are always slashed tirmly 
inthe ground. Most of these old ones, even, 
still stand fast, showing the erectness of the 
backbones of the builders. 

DESECRATION. 

While I was busy with my pencil I heard 
chopping going on at the north end of the vil- 
lage, then a heayy thud, as if a dead tree had 
fallen. It appeared that, after digging about 
the old hearthin the first dwelling visited by 
us Without finding anything of consequence, 
the arcawological ‘doctor called away the In- 
diansto one of the most interesting of the 
monuments and cut it down, sawed. off the 
figure, a woman measuring three feet three 
inches across the shoulders, and conveyed it 
aboard the steamer, with a view to taking it 
on East to enrich some museum or other. 
This sacrilege came near causing trouble with 
the Indians, and would have cost dearly had 
it not chanced to belong to the Kootacham 
family. the representative of which is a mem- 
ber of the newly organized Wrangel Presby- 
terian Chureb. He looked very seriously into 
the face of the reverend doctor, and pushed 
home the pertinent question: **How would 
you like to have an Indian go to a grave- 
yard and break down and carry away a mon- 
ument belonging to your family!” However, 
a few trifling presents deeply imbedded in 
deprecation served to hush and mend the 
matter, in consideration of the religious rela- 
tions of the parties concerned. 

PASSING AWAY. 

These noble ruins seem to foreshadow too 
surely the fate of the Stickenetribe. Contact 
with the whites has already reduced it more 
than one-half. It now numbers less than 300 
persons, and the deaths at present greatly ex- 
ceed the births. Will they perish utterly from 
the face of the earth? A few years will tell. 
Under present conditions their only hope seems 
to lie in good missionaries and teachers. who 
will stand between them and the degrading 


| vices of civilization and bestow what good they 


can. Thus a remnant may possibly be saved 
to gether fresh strengih to grow up into the 
high place that they seem so fully capable of 
uttaining to. 

THE RETURN. 

Some time in the afternoon the steam whis- 
tie called us together. The sail to Wrangle 
was delightful. The water was smooth and 
gilded by a glorious sunset. The shadows of 
our sombre meditations among the ruins 
melted away. There was no trace of decay in 
the painted sky. Landing at dusk, we pushed 
beck throughtbhe midst of Indians gathered 
on the Wharf, and across the low, crooked 
streets up to our clean bome in the fort, and 
thus ended the defunct expedition to Chileat,

FRAUDS IN COAL. 


The Dealers Present Their Side of 
the Question. 


Some Hard Knooks at the Officials— 
Stringent Enforcement of the Law. ara 


A number of the coal deaiers in the city have 
expressed ‘rather strongly their disagreement 
with the conclusions stated in the Fosr- Dis- 
PATCH some days ago, on their disobedience to 
the law. 

The following letter has been received from 
a prominent dealer, and it is interesting in its 
statement of the views held on the other side 
of the question: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

An article sppears in your issue of November 
12 calcniated to give a wrong impression tothe 
u OOd people of St.. Louis, and casting a stigma 
of repicach on many of her best and most hon- 
orable citizens. The ‘‘extra vigilance’’ of our 
police department in looki-g after coal teams 
Is not to detect fraud on the citizens (that is 
the business of the citizen, not of the police), 
but it is. simplv one ot the per- 
iogical spasmodic efforts of the Comptroller 
to replenish the city treasury by calling on the 
Police Department to entorce an outrageous 
ordinance to attain that end. ‘‘Te buy and 
sell is a naturalright, and municipal corpora- 
tions can regulate trade so tar as it is necessary 
to protect citizens from fraud, but no furtner,’’ 
So says an eminent counsellor at law; but here 
the municipal authority has legislated to raise 
n revenue on coal, which has been taxe i in II- 
linois and again taxed in St. Louis. The law 
requires every load of coal of over 
twenty-five bushels to be deliver- 
ed with a red ticket which the city 
sells the coal dealer at ten cents each. Loads 
under twentv-five bushels may be delivered on 
a green ticket, for which the city only charges 
three cents. The only fraud which has been 
discovered so far, or which has been looked 
for, is that many of the coal merchants, anxious 
to furnish the public with coal at the lowest 
figure, have been delivering large loads on 
three cent ticketsin place of ten cent tickets, 
us the law requires. In not one single instance 
of arrest has the question of correct weight 
been raised, the only fraud being the 
loss to the city of the extra 
seven cents. Again, about. one-half of 
the coal consumed in St. Louis is bauled over 
the bricge and transferred by the boats. Now, 
how can the dealer ascertain how much coal 
he bas sold unless he weighs it in East St. 
Louis. This he does on regularly approved 
Scales for this purpose, and pays 10 cents fora 
ticket. But according to law he must again 
weigh on ast. Louis scale and pay 20 cents 
more. Thishecan not afford to do on his 
email profits; hence so many loads are detiv- 
ered on East St. Louis tickets. In ancient 
times when the Scots wished to bring 
England to terms they seized up- 
on Newcastle-on-Tyne, the great coal mart 
of England, and in a few cays there were 
no fires in the kitchens of London, and J. Ball 
had to do without his roast mutton, which soon 
brought negotiations of peace. To interteye so 
seriously with the coal trade of St.Louis strikes 
at her vital interests, and no branch of indus- 
try sbould have more indulgence and freedom. 
There may be a few dishonest men in the busi- 
nes:—there are in every trade—but there are 
many men in it ot high standing, integrity and 
honor, and itis wrong toclass them together 
in such a wholesale manner.

— Principles of Law—What is the 
Application? 


St. Louis, November 14, 1879. 
To the Eo itor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Society was formed to protect the rights of 
individuals and government to preserve soci+ 
ety. The fundamental principles of the com- 
mon law are to protect every person in the en- 
joyment of life, liberty, health, property and 
reputation. The supposition is that every per- 
son wko becomes a member of society or civil 
government sacrifices a certain por- 
tion of his natural right or liberty in 
order that he may enjoy the rest 
with more strength by the united strength of 
the whole community. Now it is not supposed 
that a person sacrifices all of bis natural richts 
in order to be secure in the enjoyment of what 
society directs. There are certain rights that 
| teed and secured to every b 


ment ceases and becomes arbitrarv. Every 
nis — 2 — to know the law—igooran- 
tia excusat—ignorance of tue law 
d otexcuse.

Aida is said to be the strongest character in 
Mile Singer’s repertoire, and she interprets 
the role with realistic dramatic intensity. 

‘“*Aida’’ was first produced in Cairo in 
1872. ‘The Khedive of Egypt, whose love of 
Western art and civilization involved him in 
pecuniary embarrassments which has since 
costhim his kingdom, commissioned Gui- 
seppe Verdi to write *‘Aida’’ for him, desir- 
ous of emulating occidental sovereigns as a 
patron of art. The great composer completed 
his task, and his work was produced 
with lavish and barbaric splendor 
of appointments. The spacious theater blazed 
with fantastic dresses and showy uniforms, 
and the curtain rose ona drama which gave 
a glimpse to the Arabs, Copts and Franks pre- 
sent of the life and religion, the loves and 
hates of ancient Pharaonic times, set- to mu- 
sic by the most celebrated living Italian com- 
poser.

MRS. POTTS, THE PEDESTRIAN. 


Swindled and Out of Work, She At- 
tempts Suicide by Decapitation Near 
Philadelphia. 

(Philadeiphieffelegraph, November 13.1 

On the morning of the 13th of last May Mrs. 
Martha Potts left this city for a wager of 
$5,000, to walk to New Orleans and return to 
Philadelphia ina specitied time. She ar- 
riyed inthe former city on the afternoon of 
July 20, and five days later started on her re- 
turn trip, reaching this city on Friday, O- 
tober 10, having accomplished the feat with 
two days to spare. 

Throughout the South she was very kindly 
treated, and in Georgia and Louisiana she 
Was enthusiastically received by the people, 
and in nearly all the cities and towns that she 
passed through she was given accommoda- 
tions free, the 2 for her entire trip be- 
ing less than $25. Last evening, while Officer 
Egof wes on duty atthe New York junction, 
his attention was attracted to the actions of a 
woman who was acting in a peculiar manner 
a short distance from the Junction station. 
The ofticer approached and learned that 
her name was Martha Potts, the pe- 
destricnne. She said that, after com- 
pleting the walk from Philadelphia to New 
Orleans and return,the persons who promised 
her $5,000 in case she completed the feat in 

the specitied time refused to cive her the 
money or any partof it, and that she was 
down-hearted, because she was unable to pro- 
cure employment. The officer asked her 

What she was doing on the track, and she 

replied thnt it was her intention to take her 

life by throwing herself before an approach- 
ing train. The officer took his charge to the 

Station-house, and on searching her a_ letter 

was found in her pocket which substantiated 

the assertion made by the woman to the o/li- 

cer. The letter is as follows:

Drak Epirors: I am about to do a rash 
act, which I hope the world will forgive me 
for doing. It is nearly five weeks since [ re- 
turned to Philadelphia from my Southern 
tour. I stopped atthe Allegheny louse on 
my return until last Saturday. I was in debt 
for one week’s board, and was politely told 
by the proprietor that I could stay no longer. 
On Sunday I stated my case to * Thomp- 
son. She gave me $1 and told me to go to the 
Woman's Christian Association on Seventh 
street and eet employment and lodging. on 
Thursday morning I went, but the clerk of 
the Employment Bureau snecred at me when 
1 told her who 1 was, and she 
sail she could not find me any emplov— 
ment without reference. I went away in 
search of employment, but no intelligence 
oflice would give me employment unless | 
paid them. I did not want to give them my 
dollar, for I knew unless I got employment 
that day I would have no money to get any- 
thing to eat nor nowhere to stay. After walk- 
ing all day to So’clock p.m.,L asked a police- 
man What he could do forme. He sent me 
to the matron at No. 419 Clinton street. L told 
her who I was and that Lwanted employment. 
She snecred at me and said she could do noth- 
ing for me. IL then went back to the Women’s 
Christian Association and gave forty-five cents 
for supper, lodging and breakfast, what they 
charge. Yesterday morning | wentto the lin- 
ployment Office, No. 34 South Seventh street, 
and cave the sgent fifty cents, with the un- 
derstanding that hewasto return it at night 
unless he got mea situation during the day. 
] waa not successful, therefore he returne l 
the fifty cents and I went to the Women’s 
Christian Association last night and stayed, 
returned to the oflice, No. 34 South 
Seventh street this morning, hoping the agent 
could get me something to do, but he did not 
and Left about 2:30 p.m. and walked on 
near the Germantown Junction and sat down 
on the stoop of an empty house to write this. 
My valise is beld for a board bill at the Amer- 
ican Hotel, in Baltimore, with my notes in it 
that J intended to write my book. I have a 
trunk at No. 204 Last Twenty-seventh street, 
New York, and Lhave some things at the 
Allegheny House, but what are they to me? 
for I have come out here to lay my head down 
on the railroad tracks to-nightto be run over.

found in my pocket and pub- 
lished in all the above mentioned papers 
when am dead. I want my body given to 
the medical students in Philadelphia. I am 
perfecily sane, but I bave nothing to live on 
nor nothing to live for.

What Mr. Schultz Detired Done With 

His Body and His Property. 

. {From the New York World.) 

Augustus Julian George Schultz was born 
in Germany, lived in Concord, N. II., and 
died at Rye, Westchester county, on the 6th 
of last September, leaving property in Brook- 
lyn, where his will has just been admitted to 
" probate inthe Surrogate’s Court for Kings 
_ceunty. He leaves no real estate, and the 
personal estate was sworn to be under $70,000, 
He leaves a widow and two minor sons. Her- 
men Stutzen, of Brooklyn, is appointed ex- 
mesh first clause of which 


claims as soon as possible after his decease. 


Then tbe will continues: 


desire that after my life has been declared 
extinct a post mortem examination be iasti- 
tuted in which the operating physician will 
make it his especial duty to examine my 
heart, my left lung and my stomach, the seat, 
as I believe, of my endless suffering. Before 
closing the examination the physician wiil also 
please make a few incisions in my heart. I 
desire this post mortem examination, not 
only for my own sutisfaction’s sake, that life 
is really extinet, but that tue doctors’ or phy- 
sicians’ report may be the means of cuarding 
my children ogainst similar diseases. I bez 
my executors, as well as my wife, to waive 
any repulsive feeling which a post mortem ex- 
amination may cause them. It is my positive 
wish, andas such I have repeatedly expressed 


it to my wife during our marricd life. 


Section 4 devises to the wife, Llizabeth Par- 
trich Schultz, nee Hutchins. the household 


furniture, books, wearing apparel and plate, 


— further directs that she shall be paid a 


yearly allowance of $1,500 United States cur- 
rency, the currency to be calculated at the 


rate of $110 currency for every $100 United 


States gold, if, at the time when the pay- 


medts commence, specie payment shall have 
been resumed, and also if gold shall have gone 
higher, payable to her order at the expiration 
of every three months. As soon as the eldest 


cbild reaches the age of fourteen, the above- 
mentioned allowance is to be increased to $25), 


and as soon as the second child reaches the 


age of fourteen years the allowance is to bein- 
creased by afurther sum of $250. With this 
uilowance the wife isto maintain the family, 
cducate the children and clothe them in ac- 
cordance with their position in society. When 


they reach the age of twenty-one years, or if 


they die before that time, the sum of $250 is 
to be deducted from the amount of the yearly 
allowance. 

The fifth section provides that should the 
wife marry againthe allowance is to cease, 
but 
‘*sbould she at any time lose the support of 
her second husband or consecutive husbands 
through debts or separation from such hus- 
band (this separation being the decision of a 
propex court of law ora mutually agreed sepa- 
latin or if she at any time should find it 
necessary or in her personal interest to sepa- 
rate de facto from her husband, in all such 
cases When she may lose the necessary means 
of support as aforesaid, and also if her second 
or consecutive marriages entitle her to no 
money or moneys sufficient for her support, I 
Wish her to enjoy the above stipulated annui- 
ty, provided she either be a Widow or. in no 
connection whatever with her husband.“ 

Section eight devises the rest of the testa- 
tor’s capital to his two sons, share and share 
alike, to be paid tothem withthe accumulated 
interest uy on reaching majority. 

Section nine provides that the e@apital in- 
vested forthe wife’s annuity shall be divided 
among the children when they have passed 
their thirtieth vear. 

Section 11 reads as follows: 

„Wish that after my death my wife con- 
tinue to look after the careful education of 
my children, to have them thoroughly in- 
structed in all branches of learning which at 
the present day are considered as indispensa- 
ble ior persons of education, and I further 
desire that each of my children be instructed 
in at least one musical instrument, unless my 
wife as well as my executors feel convinced 
that the child or children show a total want of 
talent or taste“ for such accomplishment. 
Without absolutely fixinu a calling for my 
sons, 1 beg my wife as well as my executors 
to turn the boys’ early attention to some prac- 
tical occupation. Iw ould suggest civil and 
mining engineering, architecture, chemistry, 
or something similar forall of the m. Com- 
merce 1 would not encourage, but while they 
are at school a fluent, quick and clear hand- 
writing, a good knowledge of arithme and 
above alla thorough knowledge of the na- 
tive tongue—the Unglish language — to 
oceupyv ibeir chief attention.“
